proach of a gas attack: will train 
them in calmly adjusting the 
gas 
mask to prevent them from inhaling 
the poison, and will show' them how 
to clear a trench and dugout of gas 
following an attack. 
They are 
cleared 
of poison the 
captain says, by building fires 
to 
create a draft, and then by scooping 
out the gas with shovels. 
It doesn’t 
seem possible, does it?

scoop out the gas.
